I  took  fome 
pains  to  afcertain  the  matter  on  Saturday, 
and  Mr.  Comegys,  the  prcfident  of  the  board 
of  health,  was  at  that  time  convinced  there 
■was  no  caufe  for  unealinefs  on  her  account, 
but  believe  the  information  he  procured  was 
not  correct — We  hope,  however,  there  is.  no 
danger  of  the  diforder  fprcading,  as  (he  is  lent 
away,  and  no  doubt  care  will  be  taken  to  re- 
move any  fufpedted  perfon."
